« GHINESE’ ENGINEERS. 


i ee Yee al GPSS 
“Thete Employment by 
British Firms... 


Professor Middletex Smith; of 
the Hongkong Unsiversity, oon- 
tributes the following article toa 
receat iesue of the Enginser:— 

Having completed a four years’ 
course of atudy, the first gradaates 
in engineering of the British 
University of Hongkong heve 
been seeking what is really “the 
etartinlife.” Aboateight weeks 
after the pasa results of the finale 
were wade known, a8 British frm 
in the Far East applied to the 
writer. for (wo assistant civil 
engineers, This firm suggeut- 
ed thet, ss the young 
Ohineco graduates hed not the 
advantage of practical experience, 
they were prepared to cffer about 
ten phillioga a week for the first 
year, fifteen shillings a week for 
the second, a pound a week for 
the third, with a. plece on the 
permanent etaff at the end of that 
lime, if thes young engineers, in 
the expressive phraseology of the 
Americane, “msde good,” As 
mivy of the graduates ia civil 
engineering in Great Britsin ns- 
aslly foand it difficalt to obtain 
employment without the payment 
ofa premium—the writer is, of 
course, thinking of pre-war con- 
dition:—the offer seemed good. 

An elderly and bighly respected 
Chinese Briti#h ‘citizan waa con- 
culted, and he aivised the writer 
that the terms cflered were not 
good enough. Indeed he epoke 
a0 seriously on the sabject that 
there seemed nothing for it but 
again to interview the would-be 
employers o! Chinese gradaates. 
These people very kindly agreed 
that the conditions in China are 
very different from those which 
obtsined ia Britain before the 
war; end it was on those condi- 
tiona thet they had based their 
offer. They were aaxious to give 
the new gradaates a trial, and 


woald be glad of suggestions as, 


to remuneration from those who 
had trained them. ~~ 


This put the qriter is rather'a Oh 


dilemma. He quite honestly 
thought thst the original cffer 
was one which eny young en- 
‘gineer would be well sdvieed 
to accept. However, the 
feot was certain that the 
Obinese themselves thought that 
the salary was ineafficiest. Oa 
the one hand, it would be a good 
thiog for the University of Honz- 
kong if this Britieh firm absorbed 
‘a couple of gradastea in engineer: 
ing each year, aa they postibly 
might do if they wero satiefied 
with -theas. frat two. Qa the 
other hand, they must not expect 
too much {rcm young men, who, 
while excellent draughtamen, and 
reliable ag caleglstors, knew ‘not 
a great deal abcat civil engineer- 
ing. For, after all, while they 
had had what it is believed ia a 
sound general training ia the 
general principles olengiacering 
work, they had only been inirce 
‘daced to the sabjscts of survey- 


for @ conjle of yeara before 
gredastion, and they had given 
their attention, daring those (wo 
yearr, to other eubjects, aach as 
hydraulics and electrical techno- 
logy. ‘ 
The firm eeemed willing to be 
generous, and the Vhinese seemed 
to pat a considerable valae on 
{technical knowledge, Under 
these circumatancéa the writer 
suggested that theze yoang ae- 
sistant engineers ebou'd be paid 
the equivalent of five pcundaa 
jmontl for the fireé years seven 
poonds ten shillioga a month Jor 
the second year, ‘aud ten pounds 
a month for the third year. It 
should be mentioned that the 
University ef Hosgkong «fers 
beard and lodging to « Ohinese
